T is axiomatic that something can never be got for nothing, and this is an axi 
that owners would do well to bear in mind when contemplating “ hotting-uy 
their cars. Ingenious methods of increasing performance are continually bein; 

introduced, and those who take note of the tremendous performances in trials and 
races of the production-based special must feel that to travel some distance along th 
road to such performance is a quite safe undertaking 

It is, in fact, so for the intelligent driver. He is capable of remembering alway 
that increased stress on any part of a car must narrow the safety margin that has been 
allowed by the manufacturer; he will in any case have that innate sensitivity towards 
machinery that will prevent him from trying to make a standard clutch accept twic 
the torque for which it was designed. Moreover, he will observe the effects of 
increased performance elsewhere in the vehicle and modify if necessary—engin 
cooling or lubrication, for instance. Only rarely do such drivers permit others to 
handle their cars, but when they do so they ascertain in advance their capability of 
exercising a similar caution. 

The cost of the performance enhancement has thus already become apparent, and 
although all the factors mentioned so far can quickly be accommodated almost sub 
consciously by a good driver, there are others that must be directly accounted for in 
pounds, shillings and pence. Increased performance in terms of power output 1s of 
value only if it is used, and if it is used then it must imply more rapid acceleration 
and a higher cruising speed, with possibly a higher maximum speed in reserve for 
the few occasions on which it is possible to use it. All three of these are expensis 
in terms of fuel and tyre wear, and very little can be done about it. Such extra wear 
is a sine qua non of rapid journeys 

Owners would do well to define “ performance ” in their own terms betore embark 
ing on plans to increase it. Is it to be m.p.h. regardless of m.p.g., or 1s it to be m4 
for the benefit of the pocket?

that everyone has to make a start somewhere. For lots 

of people there is no problem; when they become old 
enough to drive a car, their wealthy parents or other res- 
ponsible individuals buy them one, tax and insure it, pay 
for their driving lessons—and in no time at all, there they 
are, fully fledged and more or less confident motorists.

Comparative Values 


Some will say: “Ah, yes; that sort of thing was quite pos- 
sible before the war.

Vehicles (Construction and Use) Act, even down to such 
apparently minor things as a proper rear view mirror, an 
effective speedometer, a waterproof licence holder and a good 
rear lamp which also casts some light on the number plate, 
besides, of course, the by no means minor item of efficient 
brakes 

The problem of insurance is apt to worry some prospective 
purchasers of old cars. There are, however, still one or two 
insurance companies which are willing to view the problem 
sympathetically, and—for instance—members of the Vintage 
Sports Car Club are specially catered for, to avoid astrono- 
mical expense on their part. In any case, a certificate of 
roadworthiness, signed by a qualified automobile engineer, 
will be called for; but the aforementioned well-intentioned 
garage proprietor will usually be willing to complete this 
vital document for a small fee. 


Don’t Expect Too Much 


One rule which might well merit the description of 
golden is that variously stated as “never aim too high,” or 
“never bite off more than you can chew.” Applied to the 
particular problem under consideration, this really boils 
down to not expecting the performance of a super-sports 
car from what can be only a fairly venerable specimen of a 
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purely touring vehicle and which must be treated as such 

Later, when some vital initial motoring experience has 
been acquired with the original humble vehicle, the pur- 
chase of an aged sports car can be considered, if your tastes 
lie in that direction. This, however, is a much more chancy 
business, and is almost bound to bring trouble and 
despondency in its wake at one stage, if only because this 
type of car has been by reason of its very character driven 
hard for most of its life, and is usually therefore nearer the 
stage of disintegration. ‘The semi-sporting car based on a 
touring car design, of which the 12-50 Alvis is a good 
example, is usually a better buy than the small and light 
out-and-out sports car, even if it is possessed of rather less 
performance. But some people actually enjoy trouble (which 
counts as adventure—and this may well be so), and tae old 
Amilcar, B.N.C. and twin o.h.c. Salmson all have thei 
devotees; likewise the chain-driven G.N. and Frazer-Nash 
And please do not think that I am belittling these cars by 
that reference; I have had personal experience and a lot 
of fun out of them, but things do have a tendency to fall off 
at intervals! 

It can be seen, therefore, that there is no reason to be 
afraid of taking the plunge into car ownership, even with- 
out anything which may really be described as capital. But 
don’t expect too much, and be prepared to do some work; 
and, especially, do not be attracted by the exotic and un- 
usual in old cars, but concentrate your attention on some 
thing of known reliability and fame, for which spare parts 
may reasonably be expected to be available

Drag Reduction 


By evaluating the drag reduction which is certainly obtain 
ible against the weight increase and other practical penaltie 
which it involves it can be seen why this is so. Knowk 
able critics with good memories will doubtless recall test 
results on models in wind tunnels which quote an unde 
shield as effecting “the biggest drag reduction for any sing 
change made to the model.” Claims vary from 5 per 
cent to over 20 per cent according to the method of testing 
employed. A contemporary Mercedes-Benz tested in mode! 
form in 1940 measured a reduction of 2.96 horse power at 
60 m.p.h., equal to no less than 22 per cent of the 
total wind resistance and a very worth while saving. This 
was not reproduced in road tests carried out subsequently, 
however, where the improvement was only a quarter as 
much. This discrepancy resulted from the test method 
employed. A fiat plate mounted beneath the model wa 
used to simulate the ground effect in the tunnel, but t! 
method leads to inaccurate results since the wind i:

improvements made in the body itself by the adoption of 
contemporary layout and styling, the significance of the 
underside will increase. However, there are few production 
models which better the Nash Ambassador in this respect, 
with its enclosed wheels, smooth contours and absence of 
projections, and such an increase clearly does not obtain in 
practice. The reason for this is found in the improved front 
ends of modern cars which encourage the air to rise over the 
car instead of crowding underneath as it used to do. It is 
necessary to think only of the way in which front wings 
have become lower in front with each styling change in 
the past to realize this. With little air being forced under 
the car, there is no material increase in the local air speed and 
therefore no marked drag from the irregularitie 


Air Dispersal 


One increase in the airflow beneath the car results from 
the absence of any louvres or other outlet for the radiator 
efflux, which is discharged almost entirely below the bulk 
head with modern front end arrangements Almost all, 
because some air is sucked back through the top of the 
matrix by the main airflow rising over the bonnet.) This is 
not likely to remain a permanent design feature, however, 
since use will undoubtedly be made of the reduced pressure 
over the bonnet top to cut down the size of the radiator and 
lower cooling drag by enclosing the matrix in a duct dis 
charging over the bonnet, where it will also act as an 
excellent demister. It will, of course, be free from the old 
screen-oiling problems because the air will not enter the 
engine compartment at all. Another increase in sub-flow 
has arisen from the deletion of running boards. There i 
a spill of air from the high pressure area around the wind- 
screen which pours diagonally downwards across the doors 
and is now free for the rear wheels to pump it underneath 
the rear end towards the low pressure region behind the 
car. Unfortunately, much of it is forced up against the 
front of the petrol tank, where it accounts for the major 
portion of the 5 per cent drag which a complete under- 
shield can eliminate.

HERE are times when I wonder 

whether Westminster consciously 
models itself on Aristophanes’ Cloud 
Cuckooland. The other day, I read, 
the Minister of Transport said that 
road users were not “contemp- 
tuous ” of the 30 m.p.h. limit, and that 
those who exceeded it tended to be a 
small number of inveterate offenders. 
As one who is always on the road I 
describe that remark as_ rubbish 
Moreover, the Road Research Labora-

tory has gone into the subject of speed 
limit observance (the results have been 
published in this journal) and their 
statistics imply that it is rubbish also 

What lies behind this type of official 
fatuity ? Is the Government “ covering 
up” its known reluctance to do any- 
thing about the traffic problem other 
than restrict, or 1s it trying to convince 
itself that road users are more law- 
abiding than they are? Is it just 
human reluctance to admit that any 
measure taken after due deliberation 

‘can possibly be a failure ? 

I have no quarrel whatsoever with 
the principle that a road user’s speed 
in a built-up area should be decorous, 
and that decorum needs imposing be- 
cause of the irresponsibility that can 
exist. I quarrel vigorously with heads 
that remain buried in sand, particularly 
when they are heads elected to do 
something about road problems. The 
very number of speed prosecutions 
64,000 in a year—should tell the 
Minister that in general the speed limit 
is not being observed and that his only 
remedy of stricter enforcement is 
doomed to failure. Something new 
needs to be thought of.

Dazzle 


N these days of rudeness and petty 

dictatorship, when examples of 
courtesy decrease in number inversely 
as the tempo of our lives quickens, it 
is good to hear from a reader of a case 
when genuine civility prevailed. 

In the Chelmsford-Braintree area he 
was frequently dazzled by the head 
lamps of the Eastern National buses. 
Although the right-side lamps were 


properly dipped, those on the left 
seemed to be focused deliberately up 
the centre of the road—aggressively, 
he felt—into the eyes of oncoming 
traffic. A letter of complaint was sent 
to the company concerned and a most 
courteous reply was received from the 
traffic manager. In it he said that he 
had arranged for their engineer to re- 
check the lamps of all vehicles operat- 
ing in the area. While appreciating 
the difficulty of obtaining the registra- 
tion number of a particular bus at 
night, he requested that, in future cases 
of dazzle by his vehicles, particulars 
of time, place, type of bus and so on 
should be supplied in order that the 
offender might be identified and its 
lamps adjusted. 

The result has been a pronounced 
improvement and, which seems almost 
as important, the company has raised 
its goodwill with one member, at least, 
of the public to an all-time high. My 
own quarrel with the Thames Valley 
company over the same trouble has 
had no such satisfactory outcome.

Sudden patch 


Steady Course 


NE of the most troublesome 

impulses—and one that needs 
firm checking—is the instinctive turn- 
ing of the steering wheel when one 
runs into a sudden patch of fog that 
reduces visibility to nil. I suppose the 
reason for it is the desire to avoid any- 
thing that may be lurking ahead in the 
fog, but, whereas there is no certainty 
that an obstacle lies ahead, there is no 
doubt that obstacles exist on either 
side. 

One is assisted in overcoming such 
impulses, I find, by recalling how little 
positive movement of the steering 
wheel is needed on the average straight 
road. The plunge into thick fog, 
which should be unlikely at over 40 
m.p.h., means that it will be about 100ft 
before the speed comes down to a safe 
level. That 100ft is much more likely 
than not to call for a straight line of 
progress.

AMP weather, 
damp weather, is 
for much rusting and decay all 
round the chassis and bodywork of a 
car, the discoloration and blistering of 
chromium plating, and the mildewing, 
rotting and weakening of textile head 
linings and hoods. One need not be a 
helpless bystander as these attacks are 
made on the car; there are many pre- 
ventive treatments and precautions. 
Before thinking of more elaborate 
precautions, mechanical and chemical, 
there is a simple one. A good big 
sump heater, whose filling of paraffin 
will last for a week without attention, 
is usually thought of merely as a means 
of assisting starting by preventing the 
oil from becoming too cold. But it 
has a drying effect on the entire car 
If the garage is only a few degrees 
above the night temperature, evapora- 
tion of moisture from the car will take 
place on most nights 
The second elementary precaution is 
washing off large deposits of mud 
under the wings, for they hold damp- 
ness like a sponge. Washing such 
places with a high-pressure hose jet also 
does a little harm, in introducing water 
to hidden and half-closed places which

Cracks and Crevices 


Although a good protection, a coat- 
ing of one of these substances is not 
a perfect one. Cars with separate 
chassis and bodies have a joint between 
chassis top flanges and body sill which 
cannot be reached with a thick spray; 
the removal of body from chassis and 
the treatment of the surfaces apart 
would be the ideal. The joint between 
a wing mounting flange and the body 
side is often rusted to the point where 
the wing comes adrift, because of in- 
adequate protection and faults in the 
sealing beading at the top. It would 
probably be excessive to seat the whole 
flange on sealing compound—the wing 
might thereafter be irremovable—but 
permissible to use a little sealing at 
each side of the buried and invisible 
part of the sealing strip. However, 
without disturbing the wings, it is pos 
sible to dribble oil along each side of 
the beading. It will run down in 
places, and oil the wing-to-body flange; 
surplus oil can be wiped off after a 
while. 

The undersides of cars are often pro 
tected, not from flying grit but from 
rust, by oil spraying or painting, which 
anyone can do Penetrating oils are 
sometimes a litdle light for this purpose 
ind their special penetrating additives 
and graphite not absolutely necessary : 
old engine oil diluted with paraffin is 
acceptable, and a heavy penetrating oil 
best. If the process is to be any use 
it must be thorough. For most of the 
older types of car, whose undersides 
are an assembly of various separately 
manufactured channels, sheet, and 
sections, there is much to be said for 
oil as a protection, with its ability to 
penetrate into sandwiches of metal. But 
for the iatest cars, whose undersides 
are one-piece welded steel pans, protec- 
tive rubber-bitumen coats are more 
permanent.

these days. Yet on the cars of all 
nations it seems to be the first thing 
to go. It may be protected with a 
variety of protective proprictary sub- 
stances Some are versions of clear 
cellulose, and some are based on 
resins, and, in fact, anything which 
seals the pores in chromium plating 
and prevents moisture penetrating to 
the steel underneath will do good 
(Plated brass—and plated steel when 
it appears in de luxe accessories—are 
immune to this trouble.) If chromium 
turns red or brown, indicating rust 
underneath, it can be easily cleaned 
without abrasion, and also protected, 
with Jenolite. This js a rust proofing 
compound which phosphides _ steel, 
although it does not react with chro- 
mium itself, and it imparts a rust-proof 
surface to the steel at the bottom of the 
chromium pores. The plating is left 
bright. 

Silicote bodywork polish, with its 
contents of silicones, was tested as a 
preservative for chromium plating, 
known to be of poor quality, by The 
Autocar in 1952, and it was found 
effective. There are also special waxes 
and resins for the purpose, and a 
number of coatings based on clear 
cellulose paint; but it seems a little 
drastic, and not conducive to a brilliant 
shine on the plating, to paint it over, 
even with clear cellulose. Moreover, 
the adhesion of cellulose to metal, 
without undercoats and primers, is not 
usually good. Wax, with its tendency 
to seal pores or blow-holes, or a good 
silicone polish, is the best available 
coating for cellulose 


Protecting the Electrics 


Insulation forms a protective coat- 
ing against dampness of the wiring of 
the electrical system. It will be sull 
further protected if a lamp or heate: 
keeps the whole car dry But a 
fault which can lead to electrical 
trouble often develops Wires of 
groups of wires, where they run outside 
the body panels, as to the back of a 
lamp, are often protected by a rubber 
tube: this tube often perishes at the 
point where it enters the back of a 
lamp, and then, instead of protecting 
the wires, its loop becomes, in long 
spells of cold wet weather, a reservoil 
of water in which the wiring is kept 
immersed. <A loop leading to the rear 
lamp often suffers from this trouble 
Another trap for water, which may 
remain full to just wet throughout the 
winter, is a door without drainholes in 
its flat bottom edge. A worm’s eye in 
spection of a door will reveal whether 
there are drain holes and whether they 
are clear. Holes are easily drilled if 
necessary. 

In prolonged wet weather, rusting 
Starts on many cars from the sponge 
rubber used round luggage locker 
edges and those of spare wheel lockers, 
and it would be better in many cases 
if something like soft solid rubber, 
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which did not hold water, were used 
Paintwork on large unbroken surfaces 
such as the bonnet top is less affected 
by winter than by the hot summer’s 
sun. If it has flaws or blowholes of 
any kind, wax is the best seal. But if 
blisters come up, indicating rust under- 
neath, this has usually spread under 
the surface from some chipped edge or 
a covering fitting such as a motif; or 
it has come clean through the panel 
from the unpainted and invisible side, 
which is particularly likely where there 
appears a line of little blisters on the 
body side over a wing. If a muff is 
fitted over a grille, the plating covered 
by the fixed parts of the muff may pro-

muff in the autumn, it is not protected 
from trapped damp by a good greasing 
Damp traps bring up the dilemma of 
those who are forced to keep a car 
in the open, and they are many.

If the car 
is left dry, a cover may be of value, 
especially in a big city whose atmo 
sphere deposits corrosive soot. But in 
winter or summer, a cover should not 
be put over a car which is wet; it

ocean, lies the lonely island where one of the most 
famous men in the world’s history ended his days. 
Today, nearly a century and a half later, many people, 
travelling in ships which call at the island, make the pil- 
grimage to the low-built house in which the great general 
lived and died, and to his silent but now vacant grave lying 
in the peaceful glade where he used to sit and meditate. 
The rocky, overhanging cliffs of St. Helena, rising a 
thousand feet sheer, strike awe into the visitor as he lands 
on the shore, but a short walk soon brings him into James- 
town, the only village on the island. Here, the drawbridge 
over the moat has been replaced by a motor road, and a 
little distance along it the pilgrim is confronted with Jacob’s 
Ladder (page 925), a stone stairway of 700 steps rising almost 
vertically. Although the islanders frequently use the ladder 
in preference to the much longer road, ships’ passengers 
who do so rue it for many days afterwards. In the steep 
streets of Jamestown a car may be obtained for the journey 
to the interior of the island where the historic monuments 
lie.

Steep and Winding 


The gradient meter fitted to our Morris Minor convert- 
ible registered 1 in 44 as the car climbed narrow historical 
streets, and as we left the town we found the twisting roads 
wide enough for only one car, with occasional bays for 
descending cars to await our passage. The gradient eased 
off to 1 in 6 as we made our way up Side Path, and the 
benefit of an ignition hand control was appreciated with 
low octane fuel in the tank. At 900 feet is the lovely estate 
of The Briars, now occupied by the cable and wireless com- 
pany. On the doorway of the house there is a plaque stating 
that the Emperor had lived there on his first arrival in St. 
Helena, and history relates that he was happier in this house 
than in the one subsequently arranged for him. 

Rounding Button-up Corner, where the wind strikes chill, 
we found that the road twisted and climbed for a further 
thousand feet, giving the motorist superb panoramas of 
mountains and valleys. After Alarm House at 1,900 feet, 
where a watch was kept for approaching ships, a fork in 
the road diverted us a short distance down a tree-clad slope. 
Leaving the car, we proceeded on foot into a silent thicket 
Even the wild yellow and green canaries, and the scarlet 
cardinals, seemed to still their voices. Here, in the quietude 
of a shady clearing, is the rail-enclosed stone slab marking 
the spot where the Emperor Napoleon Bonaparte, con- 
queror of the continent of Europe, was laid to rest after his 
lonely, unhappy exile. Regaining the road, we drove along 
a ridge where the land fell away steeply on either side. A 
mile or so brought us to Longwood Plain. Before us stood 
the house in which the “Little Corporal” spent most of 
his time in St. Helena, and in which he eventually died.

To the student of Napoleonic history it is vastly impressive, 
and one feels that the great man has left something of his 
powerful personality in the rooms he once occupied 

From Longwood the road snaked its way up hill and 
down dale at an average height of nearly 2,000 feet, through 
beautiful scenery reminiscent of the Scottish Highlands. At 
every turn of the road may be seen clusters of white arum 
lilies growing by the side of “wee burns,” while the sides 
of the hills are covered with flax plants, the milling of which 
is the staple industry of St. Helena. Breasting Stitch’s 
Ridge, the car seemed poised on a razor back. Ahead, the 
ground fell away sharply Below us was revealed the 
extinct crater that erupted in the beginning of time io form 
this now luxuriant and fertile island. Sandy Bay, as it is 
called, contains enough geological interest to satisfy a multi- 
tude of geologists. On the higher slopes, reaching to 2,700 
feet, and kept moist by fleeting clouds, are plantations of 
the ubiquitous flax. Lower down can be seen the foothills 
of lava as it was spewed out millions of years ago 


Vantage Point 


In Sandy Bay, inaccessible to all but expert climbers, are 
situated two remarkable pillars of basalt rock, standing 
1,500 feet high. These are known as Lot and Lot’s Wife 
One conjectures if the Biblical term of “salt” should have 
been translated as “ basalt” although it hardly seems pos- 
sible that the unfortunate couple concerned were 1,500 
feet tall! The tourist finds it hard to tear himself from 
the sensational and awe-inspiring panoramas to be observed 
from this vantage point. However, we were compensated 
by having splendid views of rolling grassland, where cattle 
and sheep graze contentedly, as the Morris turned towards 
Jamestown again. A visit to Plantation House is worth while 
if only to see Jonathan, the giant tortoise which was full- 
grown when brought here over 250 years ago. Still a little 
frolicsome, he has a predilection for the succulent produce 
of neighbours’ vegetable gardens 

The road runs down through steep Half Tree Hollow 
and passes the forts which guarded the island against pos- 
sible attempts at kidnapping the exalted prisoner. A 
bird’s-eye glimpse of Jamestown from the top of Jacob’s 
Ladder, a steep descent under overhanging and dangerous- 
looking cliffs, and we were back again at sea level, a little 
deaf after dropping something over 2,000 feet in three 
miles

Te latest version of the Lagonda, a 
3-litre car available with both saloon 
and drophead coupé coachwork, 
aroused very great interest both at its first 
public appearance at the Paris Show and 
shortly afterwards at the still more recent 
Earls Court Show. This model was briefly 
described in the 2 October issue of The 
Autocar, but as the chassis is of a particu- 
larly advanced design, details of the 
mechanical components will be recalled. 
The Lagonda possesses many exciting 
features such as a six-cylinder twin over- 
head camshaft engine; independent sus- 
pension for all four wheels, rack and 
pinion steering, and inboard rear brakes. 
It has a cruciform chassis. 

For a car of this type and price it is 
necessary not only to pro- 
vide an outstanding per- 
formance, but also many other 
qualities such as extremely 
good passenger comfort, 
effective insulation—so that 
the car is quiet to ride in— 
and a general high standard 
of efficiency as regards de- 
tail fittings and coachwork. 
All these factors influence 
the design of the mechanical 
components which are nor- 
mally unseen. Compared 
with the previous model, 
the car has a completely 
different external appearance 
with a very pleasing modern 
style of two-door coachwork, 
while mechanical modifica- 
tions include a larger engine, 
bigger brakes, a modified 
fuel system, and a built-in 
four-wheel jacking system 
operated from the rear of 
the car. 

The 3-litre engine which 
supersedes the 2.6-litre 
power unit employs a 
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The new 3-litre Lagonda 
is powered by a six-cylin- 
der twin overhead cam- 
shaft engine and has 
independent suspension for 
all four wheels. Inboard 
rear brakes are mounted 
each side of the final 
drive casing. Both front 
and rear bumpers are 
attached by rubber tele- 
scopic mountings. 
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number of similar basic components, 
and the increase in engine capacity 
has been obtained by replacing the 
78mm diameter wet liners by similar 
liners with a bore—83mm. 
In order to provide effective water 
spaces the distance between each of the 
three pairs of bores has been increased by 
0.2in so that the bores are now in fact 
offset O.lin relative to the centre line of 
the big-end journals. This has enabled 
the existing crankshaft to be used, but to 
accommodate the new position of the 
cylinder bores, offset connecting rods are 
employed. They are of I-section with 
extra webs provided at the big- and little- 
end bosses. The big-end bearing is 
copper-lead, of the shell type, and a phos- 
hor bronze bush is used for the little end. 

little-end boss is in line with the con- 
necting rod web, the latter being offset 
relative to the big-end boss. The rods are 
split at right-angles to the longitudinal 
centre line, but they can be withdrawn up 
through the cylinder bores. The light alloy 
Hepolite pistons are well ribbed, and two 
compression and two oil control rings are 
used per piston, the top compression ring 
being chromium plated. The fully float- 
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Independent suspension and inboard brakes are unusual at the rear of the car. 
Long torsion bars run alongside the cruciform frame members, and levers and short 
jointed links complete the suspension. 


ing gudgeon pins are located by means of 
circlips. 

The four-bearing crankshaft, produced 
from EN9 steel, has integral balance 
weights and hardened journals. All the 
main journals are 2.5in diameter with an 
effective length of 1.6lin for the front 
bearing, 1.165in for the intermediates, and 
1.54in for the rear bearing, while the 
crankpins are 2in diameter with an effec- 
tive length of 1.15in. The intermediate 
and rear main bearing shells, which again 
are of the copper-lead type, are sup- 
ported in split circular light alloy hous- 
ings, while the front main bearing is a one- 
piece steel-backed wrapped ~~ Crank- 
shaft end thrust is taken at the front main 
bearing by means of thrust washers which 
contact the machined portion of the crank- 
shaft on the inside, and, on the outside, 
a flange held in place by the chain wheels 
and pulley which provides the drive for 
the dynamo. 

To build the engine it is necessary to 
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assemble the light-alloy split-bearing hous- 
ings on to their journals, and then thread 
the assembly in from the back of the 
crankcase, and although this may be a 
litte more complicated than a normal 
system with the bearing housings 
machined directly in the base of the cylin- 
der block, it does enable a stiffer crank- 
case to be produced, as the intermediate 
webs can extend right down to the base 
of the crank chamber, which is well below 
the crankshaft centre line. 

The cylinder block is machined to locate 
both the top and the bottom of the cylin- 
der liners, which are sealed at the bottom 
by thin joint rings, the liners being held 
down by the cylinder head. As well as 
simplifying coring, this system ensures 
uniform cylinder wall thickness and water 
passage area. The cast iron cylinder head 
is provided with hemispherical combus- 
tion chambers and overhead valves inclined 
at 30 degrees from the vertical. Shrunk-in 
seats are used for all the valves. The 
double valve springs are located inside the 
piston-type tappets, which are actuated by 
the overhead camshafts, and slide in bores 
machined in the cylinder head. The chain- 
driven camshafts are supported by 
12 bearings, one on cither side of cach

cam. A duplex chain drives an idler shaft 
located well towards the top of the cylinder 
block, and a second chain provides the 
drive for the camshafts. Automatic 
hydraulic tensioners are provided for both 
these drives. A roa camshaft chain 
wheel and a third short duplex chain pro- 
vides the drive for the auxiliary shaft 
which, in turn, by skew gearing, drives the 
distributor and double-gear type oil pump. 

Oil from the pump passes to the full 
flow filter and then to the main gallery to 
lubricate the main bearings and big-ends 
via drillings in the normal way. A vertical 
drilling in the front end of the cylinder 
block conveys lubricant to the hollow cam- 
shafts which are cross-drilled to lubricate 
the camshaft bearings. Bleed holes from 
the vertical drilling in the cylinder block 
lubricate the chains and intermediate shaft 
bearings, and provide the oil supply for 
the tensioners. 

In place of the twin horizontal Ljin 
diameter S.U. carburettors used on the 
previous erigines, ljin instruments are now 
employed and these are fitted with a 
manually operated choke; the inlet mani- 
fold is water heated. 

Power from the engine is transmitted 
via a nine-spring dry single-plate clutch 
to the four-speed and reverse gear 
Synchromesh is provided on second, third 
and top gears, and intermediate roller 
bearings are provided for both mainshaft 
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and layshaft. The input shaft is sup- 
ported by ball and roller bearings at the 
front end, while a single-row ball bearing 
supports the output shaft at the rear. 
Needle roller bearings are used to sup- 
port the layshaft cluster. The mechanism 
for the steering column gear change is 
attached to the top portion of the bell 
housing; consequently the gear selector 
rods extend forward so that their fork 
ends project slightly into this region. An 
interlock mechanism is provided for the 
three selector rods, consisting of two steel 
balls operated by a short push rod located 
in the central selector rod. Each of the 
three operating shafts is provided with 
spring-loaded plunger type selectors. 

A short Hardy Spicer propeller-shaft 
with universal joints at each end con- 
tinues the transmission line through 
the cruciform frame to the final drive 
extension shaft which is enclosed in a 
torque tube supported on a_rubber- 
bonded anti-vibration mounting (as the 
final drive casing is chassis-mounted, it is 
not necessary to allow for movement of 
the propeller-shaft as would be required 
with a Hotchkiss-type drive, for example). 
The final drive unit itself consists of a 
conventional hypoid gear with a two- 
pinion differential. In place of the normal 
type of axle tube, the axle casing is pro- 
vided with flanges to form attachment 
points for the rear brake drums, and

counterbored to house the outer bearings 
for the short drive shafts. A one-piece 
type of casing is used with a bolted-on 
rear cover. The pinion is supported on 
opposed taper roller bearings, the pinion 
position and pre-load being adjusted by 
shims. As with the pinion, the crown 
wheel assembly is also supported on 
opposed taper roller bearings, the inner 
races of which are pressed on to the 
differential housing. The short drive 
shafts are flanged at their outer ends to 
provide attachment for the brake drums 
and universal joints, while the inner end 
of the shaft is splined to mate with the 
sun wheels (both sun and planet wheels 
are provided with thrust washers). 

The outer ends of the drive shafts are 
supported on deep-groove ball bearings, 
while the inner ends are supported by 
bushes pressed into the ends of the differ- 
ential housing at a’ point where it is 
directly supported by the taper roller 
bearings which also support the crown 
wheel. End location of the shafts is pro- 
vided by means of split rings and spacing 
washers which Jocate the inner races of 
the outer ball bearings. The outer races, 
which also provide the spigot location for 
the brake back plates, are held in place 
by small cover tes located by set bolts 
which are also used to attach the oil seal 
assemblies. 


Chassis 


The basic cruciform is composed of 
I-section girders which are fabricated by 
welding from two 16-gauge channel press- 
ings placed back to back with additional 
14 s.w.g. plates welded to the top and 
bottom. e vertical webs are pierced 
at the centre of the cruciform to enable 
the propeller-shaft to pass through the 
frame, and at this point additional stiffen- 
ing is provided by the use of extra press- 
ings welded on to form a box section. 
Two lin diameter tie bars placed 314in 
apart lel to the longitudinal centre 
line of the frame are welded to the ends 
of the cruciform member, and these are 
braced to the centre of the cruciform 
through a built-up cross - member. 
Parallel members attached some 19in 
from the front of the cruciform members 
extend forward and are welded to the box 
section main front cross-member. They 
are also triangulated to the extreme front 
of the cruciform members by means of 
the spring pans. At the rear of the frame 
a cross-member is placed at the end of 
the cruciform members, while the rear 
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frame extension runs back some 28in past 
the rear cross-member, the two ends 
being tied together by a light tubular 
cross-member. The main rear cross- 
member provides the attachment point 
for the rear arms of the independent sus- 
pension mechanism, while plates attached 
to both the cruciform member and the 
leading edge of the rear cross-member 
form the attachment point for the rubber 
mountings which support the final drive 
unit. 

Each half of the independent rear 
suspension is formed by an assembly con- 
sisting of a malleable iron housing con- 
taining the opposed taper roller bearings 


which support the rear hubs. Two 
tapered tubes which contain ball joints at 
their inner ends are attached to this 


assembly. The rear tube pivots close to 
the chassis centre line, while the front 
tube, which is considerably shorter, is 
attached to the cruciform frame member. 
This results in the axis of the suspension 
being at an angle of 58 deg to the chassis 
longitudinal centre line when viewed from 


above and provides the following 
geometry : — 

Static laden position: 0 deg camber 
angle, wheels parallel. Full bump: 104 


deg negative camber, } deg toe in. Full 
rebound: 104 deg positive camber, 1} deg 
toe in. 

To enable adjustment to be made to 
the rear track setting during initial 
assembly, the ball joints on the front arms 
of the suspension are screwed into the 
tapered tubes and provided with a locknut 
which is tack welded to the tube after the 
assembly has been correctly aligned. The 
rear of the car is supported by long torsion 
bars which run within the cruciform frame 
members. They are attached to a cross- 
member just in front of the final drive 
extension shaft bearing, while at the rear 
they are 5 oe in rubber bushes and 
splined to I-section levers attached to the 
rear hub bearing housings by short links 
with ball joints at each end. This is 
necessary because of the differences in 
length of radius and angle between the 
torsion bar and line of action of the 
suspension. 

At the front the suspension is more 
orthodox, consisting of upper and lower

arm rest is provided at each side of the separate front seats. 
is also found in the saloon. 
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wishbones which pivot on rubber bushes 
at their inner ends, with ball joints at 
their outer ends which permit the 
necessary movement required for steering 
as well as that needed to accommodate the 
suspension. The inner bearings for the 
bottom wishbones are built into the main 
front cross-member at an angle of 15} deg 
to the chassis longitudinal centre line 
(trailing), while the inner bearings for the 
top wishbones are attached to the parallel 
frame extension members at an angle of 
103 deg (leading). Each front hub is sup- 
ported on a ball bearing at its inner end 
and a roller bearing at the outer end. The 
spring pan is attached to the bottom of 
the lower wishbone by means of four bolts, 
the spring itself resting in a rubber pad 
A pivoted tie rod attached to the centre 
of the spring pan transmits motion to the 
damper arm, the damper itself being 
attached to the frame in front of the top 
wishbone. Armstrong R type dampers 
with seals on the pistons are now 
employed 

Large-diameter Lockheed brakes are 
used for all four wheels and the linings 
are 2}in wide compared with ljin on the 
previous model. Two-leading shoe brakes 
are used at the front, while at the rear the 
leading and trailing shoe brakes are 
mounted on either side of the final drive 
casing. 

In order to provide a particularly well- 
insulated and quiet body, only four body 
attachment points are used, and a metal 
sub-frame and scuttle structure is pro- 
duced on which the coachbuilt body (of 
Tickford manufacture) is built. This 
structure, as well as forming the scuttle 
bulkhead, also includes the floor section 
and the outer sills. Both the saloon and 
the drophead coupé bodies are panelled in 
16 s.w.g. light alloy. The interior of the 
car is an example of British luxury coach- 
work. The seats are upholstered in 
genuine leather and foam rubber overlays 
are used on top of the spring cases. The 
facia panel and cappings have a hardwood 
veneer

It is understandable. that so many people should leave 
London in the summer when the countryside’s moods are 
less obscure, but the exodus seems just as great in winter; 
one wonders where they go. 

On a recent Friday evening, as we turned into Finchley 
Road and joined the north-bound stream, I wondered what 
percentage of the exodus—if indeed any—could have chosen 
to spend its weekend in as spartan a way as we had. With 
the back of the car laden with sea-boots, oilskins, duffle-coats 
and guns, our destination was the Chequers Hotel at Hol- 
beach in Lincolnshire. Using this as a base, we hoped to 
devote as much as possible of the short time available to the 
pursuit of wild geese. We were to meet a friend, a native 
of the district, who since his boyhood has spent many hours 
on the marshes round the Wash, and who knows the “ out- 
marsh” as well as he knows his own farm. 

As we pushed our way through the traffic of Finchley 
Road I thought of how “this time tomorrow evening” we 
should be sitting out on the saltings in the wildest and re- 
motest. place one could find. The weather was damp and

foggy and wet streets reflected the lights; hurrying figures, 
heads tucked down inside their coat collars, darted in and 
out of the traffic, making difficult driving conditions con- 


» siderably worse. We turned on to Hendon Way and the 
a stream began to thin a little.

map by the glow of the instrument lights; there always 
seems to be confusion on this route out of London, but all 
was well, and we carried on to Watford Way and Mill Hill,

with the traffic definitely thinner here. At the roundabout 
following Mill Hill we turned right on to the Barnet by-pass, 
and so to Al. 


~» Visibility had improved considerably and the head lights 


picked out the road to the limits of their range; the facia 
clock showed 7.30, and we settled down to a fast run. As we 
hurried up the Great North Road we blessed the drivers of 
the heavy lorries with the reassuring flick of their lights to in- 
dicate that it was safe to overtake. As we passed I gave a 
return flick, by way of gratitude, and almost invariably they 
returned it, as if glad of the company of someone to talk to 
—even by this restricted and fleeting method—in the loneli- 
ness of their towering vehicles. We resisted the temptation 
to stop at one of the many half-timbered inns with their 
indications of warmth and comfort. There is something 
about the Great North Road, at night particularly, that 
makes one imagine the coaching days, when the old inns 
must have been welcome halts on long journeys. 

At Norman Cross we left Al and headed for Peter- 
borough, where the fog was very thick. Our lighthearted 
progress was reduced to a peering crawl along strange roads 
with deep ditches on either side. We groped our tentative 
way along the Wisbech road out of Peterborough, turned 
left at Eye, and on to Crowland. We passed a small saloon, 
bearing L-plates, which had apparently given up the 
struggle. As we passed it seemed to take courage from 
our example and followed us. Eventually, with our small 
dependant tucked in astern, we reached Holbeach and 
thankfully garaged the car and sought the warmth of the 
Chequers. Nigel Asprey, our host—long accustomed to the 
irregular hours kept by his wildfowling guests—was still up, 
and gave us a report on the numbers of geese in the district 
and how the wildfowlers had been faring. He also gave us 
an excellent supper, promised that we should be called at 
4.30 the following morning, and showed us our room. 
Within ten minutes we were asleep. 

The next morning we were woken by heavy-booted foot- 
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steps in the passage outside; the call of the saltings is strong 
enough to overcome the strongest instincts of the lie-abeds. 
By 5 a.m. we were downstairs and eating a hasty breakfast 
with as curiously dressed a collection of figures as could be 
found anywhere. The ground was hard with frost as we 
groped our clumsy way through the darkness to the car. 
After loading the guns into the back we set off to cover the 
five miles to the particular spot on the marshes where we 
hoped we would find nobody. We discovered how wrong 
we had been in our assumptions when we found five cars 
at “Shep White’s ”—a cottage on the edge of the saltings, 
named after its occupier, who for the greater part of his 
70 years has lived at this lonely spot within earshot of the 
wild cries of the curlew and redshank in summer, and, in 
autumn, as the evenings draw in, the wildest of all sounds 
as the geese come in from the fringes of the Arctic Circle. 
In tue darkness we moved off along the sea wall recently 
built to enclose 17,000 acres of land reclaimed from the sea. 
We covered three miles and, then separating, we took up 
our positions at 100-yard intervals and settled down to await 
daylight and, with luck, the geese as they flew in to the 
fields to feed.

At the first signs of daylight the duck started flighting out 
to sea where they spend the daytime, but these we ignored, 
preferring not to risk disturbing any geese that might be 
within earshot. At last, after a long wait, far away to sea- 
ward we heard the first birds arriving. There cannot be a 
more wonderful sound in Nature than the extraordinary 
chatterings of these splendid birds in flight. It was still 
too dark to see them, but the sound was inspiring enough. 
It is similar to that made by foxhounds; if one .can dis- 
sociate oneself from the surroundings it is possible to 
imagine the noise as coming from a ghostly pack of hounds 
passing overhead in full cry. 

Gradually the small collections of a dozen or so geese 
increased in size. When there is no wind the birds come 
in at a fair height and beyond the reach of gunshot. Even 
on these occasions, so infrequent are the opportunities to 
bag a goose that many of the waiting guns fire in the forlorn 
hope that they might pull off a fluke shot. But the geese, 
who are infinitely experienced, fly relentlessly on as though 
the whole wide landscape belonged to them, and neither 
deviate nor gain height to avoid shots that they know cannot 
reach them. We contented ourselves to abandon our role 
of wildfowlers for that of birdwatchers, and, by the time 
the flight was over we were fortunate to have seen between 
four and five thousand geese pass almost directly overhead. 
Had there been an offshore gale blowing, when the birds 
would have had to beat into a headwind, the story might 
have been very different. Their height and speed Would 
have been reduced and, as we walked back to the car, we 
imagined how we might have picked up so many birds that 
we could barely carry them home, and the proud entry we 
might have made at the Chequers. As it was, the bag was 
nothing, but the experience is unforgettable. 

The remainder of that day was spent driving round the 
countryside until we found the fields in which the birds 
were feeding. “If you want to find the geese, ask at a pub 
or a barber’s,” we were told, so, not needing a haircut, we 
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of a 100-acre field. Small groups were rising in the air, 
drifting and settling down again, and the ground was 
grey with them. They forage round where potatoes have 
been grown and pick up the smal! ones that have been over- 
looked. Winter wheat also attracts them in their hundreds; 
they eat the “ flags” on the young plants, and although they 
will strip a huge area in the centre of a field, the crop 
appears unaffected by their attentions. They will never feed 
within reach of dykes or drains or, indeed, of anything that 
could hide a source of danger. There is an unwritten agree- 
ment that birds may not be taken while they are feeding, 
and anybody who does so is an outlaw in the neighbour- 
hood. Considering how great ts the desire to shoot a goose 
and how rarely conditions combine to make it possible, 
this attitude is all the more commendable 

The remainder of the week-end was thus occupied, alter- 
nately on the saltings or watching the birds on the feed. 
Although the object of the trip had been primarily to shoot 
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them, the fact that the bag amounted to nothing at all in 
no way lessened the joy of having seen and heard the geese, 
and plans were made to return to Holbeach at the next 
possible opportunity. For those who are in the district, a 
dawn visit to the saltings is well worth the discomfort of an 
early start and numb fingers 

Reluctantly, we started the return journey to London on 
Sunday afternoon, and were able to appreciate the country- 
side through which we had passed in the darkness and fog 
of Friday night. It is quite unlike any other part of Britain; 
the amazing flatness makes one wonder whether one day 
the tide will come in and flow right across the great fields 
Of particular interest is the old town of Crowland, with its 
partly ruined 12th-century abbey, which is still in use as 
the parish church, and the Triangular Bridge, built in the 
14th century, which now stands high and dry by the road- 
side. Darkness prevented further explorations in this in- 
teresting town, and we continued on our way to join the 
London-bound stream. eG

RESEARCH WHICH HAS HELPED IN 
RECENT BRITISH CAR SUCCESSES 


LOOKING AFTER THE 


Jaguars at Le Mans and other events, the surprising 

speeds recorded by the Austin-Healey in America 
recently, and a good deal of development of family cars, too, 
such as the performance increase in the last Austin A.40 to 
be the subject of a Road Test, there lies a very unusual piece 
of equipment. It is a gasometer, almost identical in principle 
with the kind found on the outskirts of any town, but smaller. 
And it is used in the research works of a firm of consulting 
engineers, Weslake and Co., Ltd., at Rye, Sussex, who 
specialize, with considerable success, in the “top end” 
development of engines. 

This gasometer is used to supply measurable quantities of 
air, at measurable constant pressures, to wooden models of 
various designs of inlet and exhaust manifolds and ports. 
Mock-up wooden components are easily made and modified, 
and with their aid a great many things can be discovered; 
evenness of distribution between the cylinders of multi- 
cylinder engines, for instance. An early example of the re- 
sults which can be obtained by these simple methods, whose 
simplicity must be backed up by a vast deal of knowledge 
in the experimenter’s mind, was the Speed Six Bentley. 
Revised carburation, using twin S.U.s and a special mani- 
fold, also modified valve ports, brought in the power—and a 
famous Le Mans victory, nearly a quarter of a century 
before the last Jaguar victory. t was with twin-choke 
Weber carburettors.) 

Mr. Harry Weslake attaches importance to preventing, in 
the interests of volumetric efficiency, incoming mixture im- 
pinging on exhaust valves to cool them, a common but, he 
thinks, wrong practice. The Austin A.40 sports cylinder 
head under Weslake patents has a curious “ pip” formed in 
the casting to prevent this direct impingement, with its rapid 
heating of the gas and consequent loss of mixture density.

at power indefinitely, are used for research in the life of ex- 
haust valves, which can be very greatly prolonged in a 
troublesome engine by changes in material specification, per- 
haps by being given freedom to rotate, and by improvements 
in combustion characteristics of the head. Hr se com- 
bustion is a great enemy of exhaust valves. Engines which 
have been giving trouble in this respect often arrive at the 
establishment with a whole barrelful of exhaust valves for 
the experimenters to destroy—or preserve. 

Breathing difficulties and valve troubles are not the only 
matters dealt with. There was once an engine which was 
extremely reluctant to start, a side valve, and it was tried 
with a sparking plug with the insides removed and cotton- 
wool substituted. Mixture fed into the engine left this wool 
quite dry, and it was evident that the plug lay outside the 
limited area where the side valve, badly masked as it always 
is by head castings, caused the mixture to impinge locally. 
French chalk was blown into the engine and located the im- 
pingement area; a new head cast by the manufacturer, with 
the plug resited, cured the starting trouble. But Mr. Weslake 
has little opinion of side valve engines, believing that the 
strict limits they set on efficiency of breathing and combus- 
tion, and the way they limit the performance increases that 
modern improvements of lubrication and the bottom end of 
the engine make possible, are not acceptable. Being masked 
by iron walls and roof, a side valve must pass mixture out 
over its neighbour, the hot exhaust valve. 

For maximum efficiency an engine should be designed 
around the cylinder head. Mr. Weslake has seen many cases 
where holding-down head studs have been rearranged in 
order to obtain better gasket life without any thought as to 
the effect on the shape and position of the exhaust and inlet 
ports. It was apparent that the ports and passages had 
had to find their way among this studding as best they could, 
turning some queer corners in the process! In fact, in pro- 
duction engines, great sacrifices of efficiency may be made

in the interests of cheapness and easy manufacture, strikingly 
illustrated by the manifolds of many production cars. This 
is also, says Mr. Weslake, the cause of rapid cylinder wear 
in some cases. 

At the moment, with something like a race for more power 
from the same engines taking place, Mr. Weslake is particu- 
larly interested in those engines which, in the increase of 
power at the top end of the performance, have suffered 
at the bottom end. It is, in fact, possible, with research, 
to increase top end power while at the same time actually 
improving the bottom end. 
But this may involve im- 
provements in carburet- 
tors, which have, in some 
cases, not progressed at the 
same pace as engines. New 
petrols open up new possi- 
bilities, too. . 

It must not be thought [im 
that air flow through the 
inlet ports and out of the 
exhaust is the beginning 
and end of it all. The cor- 
rect degree of turbulence 
for an engine and the con- 
ditions have to be studied, 
the water circulation in the 
cylinder head being of 
supreme importance, and 
having a particular effect 
in providing low speed 
power output. It is com-

tive industry is, perhaps, greater than Detroit cares to 

admit. Why else this latest crop of serious attempts 
to build prototypes ever more closely approaching the true 
sports car formula? Following General Motors’ Le Sabre 
and XP 300, the Chrysler experimental cars, the Packard 
Caribbean and the Ford XL 500, now come a fresh batch. 
They include the Dodge Firearrow, a streamlined sports 
two-seater with centrally located floor-type gear lever; the 
De Soto Adventurer, a streamlined, four-seater sports coupé; 
the Chrysler GS1, also a sports coupé; the Hudson Italia, 
another rakish berlinetta, and the Chevrolet Corvette. 

The industry cautiously terms these vehicles “ ideas cars,” 
but, it may be asked, what are such “ideas” for, if not to 
give Detroit the opportunity to prepare for the time when 
an increasingly educated American public will demand cars 
with at least the roadability, good weight distribution, safety 
and performance inherent in the true sports car? 

It is probable that none of these “ideas cars” will ever go 
into big-scale production in its present form, for the simple 
reason that the cost would be prohibitive. Several of these 
machines have Italian-made bodies anyway. 

Certainly, at this stage, it would be an error to assume 
that the fully automatic passenger car precludes the pos- 
sibility of quantity-produced American sports cars of the 
variety dear to enthusiasts. These two types of vehicles are 
non-competitive and fulfil entirely different needs. What 
can be done by way of compromise is fairly evident in the 
Chevrolet Corvette, now entering into quantity production. 

It is also interesting to note that the ranks of the indepen- 
dent small firms are growing numerically. Following on the 
Cunningham, now comes the California-built Edwards 
sports car—an elegant low-slung Fibreglass coupé with a 
Lincoln engine; and another plastic bodied machine called 
the Navajo, which looks remarkably like the Jaguar XK 120 
It is assembled almost entirely from Ford components, and 
is, in Consequence, easy to service.

HILE on the subject, it seems that the American auto- 
motive industry is also acquiring a more acute con- 


sciousness in the weight-saving department Chrysler 
passenger cars, for instance, now scale some 225lb less as 
the result of using aluminium and magnesium castings for 
such parts as the oil filter housing, torque converter casings 
and automatic transmission components; fuel pumps; power 
steering housings and power brake components; steering 
column shrouds, wheel brake pistons and door sill plates. 
With the adoption of aluminium pistons on the 1954 
Chevrolets, virtually all production American cars now use 
this light alloy for their pistons. The bonnet and trunk lid 


_are two outstanding examples where the substitution of 


aluminium (or plastic) and the greatly reduced deadweight 
would be warmly welcomed by American women, whose 
direct influence is felt in seven automobile sales out of ten. 
Here, no change would be necessary in the dies. The same 
is true of doors.

RAFFIC jams in New York City are now celebrating 
their 50th anniversary and have become as much part 
and parcel of the New Yorker’s daily existence as chewing 
gum and skyscrapers. Just about every imaginable cause can 
and does contribute to these traffic snarls, but the other 
evening this writer encountered a new one on Fifth Avenuc. 
It was not caused by the usual crater in the surface of this 
elegant thoroughfare; nor by a bunch of kibitzers goofing up 
at the night sky, in search of possible flying saucers; nor yet 
by some V.I.P.’s long limousine caught athwart an intersec- 
tion just as the traffic lights turned red.

F the more than 100 popular songs about cars written 
over here during the past half-century, only three have 
been real hits.

HILE a chromium rubbing strip 

running uneasily across the re- 

cessed side panel of Regal 
saloons and the Land Cruiser body 
styles is the most noticeable change 
in the Studebaker range for 1954, the 
most important is in the vicincity of the 
wheels. The compression ratio of both 
Champion and Commander engines has 
been raised from 7 to 7.5 to 1, giving an 
increase in power and showing that Stude- 
baker is determined to maiptain station 
in the U.S.A. power race, and to cope with 
this the braking has been substantially im- 
proved. 

The front brake drums on_ the 
Champion have been increased from 9in 
in diameter to 10in, and the Commander 
rear brake drums have been similarly 
enlarged; the llin front drums of the 
Commander have been given an additional 
quarter of an inch. A new design of seal 
makes the ingress of water still more diffi- 
cult. The shoes are two-leading and any 
excessive self-wrapping effect is claimed 
to be prevented by the self-centring 
arrangement, consisting of a keystone- 
shaped anchor block against which the 
shoes abut. Adjustment is confined to a 
single screwdriver-manipulated setting on

each wheel, and the new system is a result 
of co-operation by Studebaker with the 
Wagner Electric Corporation. 

One minor technical change affects the 
rear axle of the Commander: the ratio 
with overdrive is now 4.27 to 1, or 4.09 to 
1 with the conventional three-speed trans- 
mission. New radiator cores and fan 
blade pitch alterations improve cooling; 
the clutch linkage has been redesigned to 
lower the pedal pressure and there have 
been valve changes in the spring dampers. 


This model is obtainable in 
twelve single and ten dual colour ranges. The new side moulding seems likely to meet 
with a mixed reception, the previous plain-sided styling having been much admired. 


Otherwise the 1954 news is the cus- 
tomary interior and exterior titivation, 
with one new body style thrown in for 
good measure. This is the Conestoga 
station wagon, a Loewy-styled vehicle 
available with either the Champion six-, or 
the Commander V-cight-cylinder engine. 

The interior has been restyled with the 
aid of new fabrics and colour schemes; 
externally, in addition to the chromium 

already mentioned, the 1954 
models have new frontal grilles, changed 
overriders, and various other slight decor- 
ative changes. There are twenty different 
body styles available in the two basic 
ranges, Champion and Commander, which 
perhaps helps to explain the inability of 
the average British motorist to keep track 
of all that is in the makers’ catalogue for 
his fellow-motorist across the Atlantic.

AUTOMATIC v. MANUAL 
Bentley Road Test Comparisons 


{65319.|}—The comparisons made in your Road Test of the 
latest Bentley sports saloon, published on November 6, while of 
interest, are not absolutely fair. 

The compression ratio of the car with automatic transmission 
is 6.75 to 1 compared with one of 6.4 to 1 for the car with the 
ordinary gear box. From the figures quoted it is clear that this 
latter car was tested in December, 1951, when the Road Test 
stated that Pool petrol was used for the acceleration data. 

Finally, although the top gears on both cars are the same, the 
three other gears of the automatic box are all quite a bit lower 
than the synchromesh equivalents 

One other point of interest about the Bentley: there 
only one coil fitted at the front of the engine and not the twin 
coils shown in your illustration.

N spite of the high cost of petrol, big, powerful cars still 
have their devotees, and when such a car comes irom a 
long line of thoroughbreds a special interest attaches to 

it. The car tested was rated at 32 h.p. on the old system, 
and has an engine of 4.3 litres capacity. Alvis have much 
experience of big cars, and this pre-war model was their 
biggest. The engine is equipped with three carburettors 

The car was provided for test by L. F. Dove, Ltd., 69, The 
Broadway, Wimbledon, London, S.W.19. It was finished in 
dark green, and although the paint was rather dull it was vers 
clean and undamaged. The interior was in a matching green 
and in good condition. The engine started at a touch and 
was quickly ready to pull strongly after starting from cold 
The performance was impressive, for although the engine was 
flexible and the car could be driven smoothly at low speeds 
in the higher gears, it took on a quite different personality 
when the throttle pedal was firmly depressed. A superb gear 
box with synchromesh action on all four gears was a pleasure 
to use, and it was almost impossible to override the synchro- 
mesh mechanism. The clutch, however, was a little weak 
Acceleration through the gears produced no evidence of this 
weakness, but sudden opening of the throttle at low speed 
in the higher gears caused some slip 

At the higher speeds vibration was noticed, but it did not 
amount to the kind of roughness which offends the senses of 
the driver with a feeling for machinery. The steering was free 
from excess play and was pleasantly positive, although rather 
heavy at low speeds. The suspension was firm and gave the 
car a very safe feeling. There was a manual control on the 
facia for the hydraulic spring dampers. Vacuum servo assisted 
brakes were fitted; they were inclined to pull to the right 
They were powerful but perhaps not quite up to the standard 
of most current braking systems. However, they were not so 
lacking by comparison as to affect the pleasure of driving even 
in the erratic conditions of heavy traffic The only fault 
worthy of early attention was what appeared to be an air leak 
in the exhaust system, which sometimes caused loud banging 
in the silencer on the overrun. The tyres were in good 
condition. 

Refinements in equipment included a double sunshine roof 
which could be opened at the rear or the front, and a per- 
manent hydraulic jacking system operated by a lever under 
the bonnet. The windscreen opened easily with the use of 
two simple, quick-acting controls. 

There were some body rattles and there was more 
mechanical noise than there would have been when the car 
was in its youth, but it was fleet and safe, still capable of 
delightful effortiess high-speed cruising on the open road, and 
always a pleasure to drive.

ONVINCING proof that used car prices are returning 
to normal is provided by the Allard drop-head coupé 
which has just been tested. It was over tour years old 

but by virtue of its good condition it still gave tremendou 
performance for a sports tourer of this type, and was offered 
for litthe more than the total price with tax of the cheapest 
big-production car on the market. And the price included 
a number of quite costly items which were extra to standard 
equipment, and the conversion of the divided axle independent 
front suspension from a transverse leaf spring to coil springs 

It was made available for test by Richards and Carr, 35, 
Kinnerton Street, Wilton Place, London, $.W.1. Its very dark 
blue cellulose showed only one or two small blemishes and 
the blue mterior was not shabby. The hood was rather stained 
and had clearly seen considerable service, but it did not leak in 
the medium rain encountered on the test. The engine alway 
started very easily and its power was impressive. The three 
speed gear box attached to the Ford V8 engine was operated 


by a steering column lever, and it was found that other than 
for starting from rest on hills second gear was adequate for 
all low-speed purposes, and there was such flexibility on top 
gear that only in extreme circumstances, or when maximun 
acceleration was required, was it necessary to change down 

The engine was smooth and free from mechanical fus 
although the presence of fumes indicated a certain amount ot 
wear. But there was no suggestion that the need for majo: 
overhaul was imminent. Driving pleasure was marred a little 
by some “subsidence” of the back of the driving seat, but 
all the controls came easily to hand with the exception of the 
under-facia hand brake lever.

Seven-Fifty, Hants and 


HETHER or not the night navi- 
gation type of event is true 
motoring sport is questionable 

but there seems no possible doubt as 
to its popularity. The event held jointly 
last Saturday night by the Seven-Fifty, 
Hants and Berks and the United Hospitals 
and University of London clubs produced 
an entry of over 80; it would have 
reached well into three figures had not 
the organizers decided to limit it because 
of the difficulties of providing an early 
morning breakfast for so many. 

The essence of the event was the 
nocturnal interpretation of a one-inch 
Ordnance map—number 169 in this case 
and accurate navigation both by car 
and on foot. Using the Queen of Hearts 
café at Hindhead as headquarters, cars 
were sent off in batches of four at two- 
minute intervals to points indicated by 
map references on the route card. After 
finding the first control, each batch fol- 
lowed round the remaining seven in a 
clockwise direction. The length of the 
circuit was about 100 miles and the first 
batch left at 9.30 p.m. In all cases, 
successful passage through the control 
entailed discovery of the marshal and get- 
ting him to record times of arrival and 
departure on their route cards. 

Tn most cases the map references given 
were of isolated points in the middle of 
fields or woods. It was necessary to 
drive to the nearest point by car; at this 
stage drivers handed: over the respon- 
sibility of finding the marshal to navi- 
gators. The exact distance of the point 
from the roadside was measured with 
dividers and—if such an essential piece 
of equipment was carried—a compass 
course from the car was plotted. Taking 
a departure from the cars, crews struck 
off by compass across the misty fields to 
the accompaniment of hooting owls and 
the Surrey cockerels which appeared to 
keep very strange hours. The exact loca-

Another test consisted 
of finding and spotting the registration 
number of a small, green and inexhaust- 
ible Austin Seven which spent the entire 
night lapping, at 224 m.p.h., a triangular 
circuit between Eversley Cross, Hartley 
Row and Heckfield. At one point, to the 
side of a very deep cutting, a crew was 
seen scaling, mountaineer-fashion with 
rope, the sheer chalk bank in its efforts 
to tind the marshal; he was, unfortu- 
nately, in a ramshackle barn on the 
opposite side of the road. 

Soon after 4 a.m. the more enterprising 
crews arrived back at Hindhead for 
breakfast; it was a very long time, how- 
ever, before the rearguard was safely in.
